A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed putting application in condition for allowance by canceling 
claims 24-29 and issuing a proper Terminal Disclaimer.. It should be noted that copending U.S. Application No. 
09/883558 had not been previously included in the double patenting rejection but woud likely be applied with 
subsequent prosecution. In particular, claims 1-29 are not patentably distinct from claims 1-20 and 27 in 09/883558 
because the instant claims call for a particular protein composition and the claims of the other applications call for said 
protein composition (or similar) in a meat food product. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of the invention to have made said protein available as a stand alone supplement to free same to be 
added to any food as a matter of preference. Mr. Staheli agreed to submitting the necessary TD to overcome this 
potentional double patenting rejection as well as the rejection already present in the case. Mr. Staheli agreed that 
claims 24-29 would be cancelled. Mr. Staheli will submit the TD within the next few weeks. No response is necessary 
for this interview summary . 
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
